Betwipsema and Erratum 


An error which appeared in connection 
with remarks on *Cavan’s pedigree be- 
came obvious as soon as The Blood-Horse 
of June 14 came off the press. It was 
stated that the Belmont Stakes winner’s 
dam had been exported to Peru. 


Only way we could account for this mis- 
statement was through resort to a word 
imported to the University of Kentucky 
campus and its environs by Joe Palmer in 
the 1920's. It was a betwipsema, of a sort. 
A betwipsema, though it will never find 
its way into the dictionary, was well un- 
derstood by Palmer, who coined it, and 
the other roving young intellects who 
used it. It signified a mental process 
whose underground path became obvious 
when there was a sudden change in the 
subject of conversation. The true bet- 
wipsema could be followed from one re- 
mark through the subconscious (or some- 
thing) straight to the next statement. 


In speculating upon the undistinguished 
family of *Cavan, the writer remembered 
that the Epsom Derby winner Hard Ridden 
also had come from immediate ancestry 


which seemed unlikely to produce a Derby 
winner. and that his dam had gone to 
Peru. By way of betwipsema, the analogy 
was suppressed, and the error went un- 
noticed until it had been committed to 
print. 

The betwipsema, of course, can get a 
person in worse trouble than that. A man 
can space 2 remarks 3 minutes apart, and 
it’s even money his wife can diagram 
what he’s been thinking in the meantime.

They're at It Again 


New York. In the rivalry between 
Bold Ruler and *Gallant Man it cannot 
be said that one has a better blacksmith 
than the other. Larry Gottescheim, who 
has been putting shoes on the horses of 
trainer James Fitzsimmons for more years 
than he cares to reveal, is also *Gallant 
Man’s farrier. On the Tuesday before 
*Gallant Man (130) beat Bold Ruler 
(135) in the 65th running of the Metro- 
politan Handicap, Larry left his workshop 
behind the Fitzsimmons barn and took his 
aluminum work-box over to John Nerud’s 
barn, a half-mile away in Belmont’s vast 
stabling area. 

Larry had with him a set of aluminum 
racing plates, size 5, which, oddly enough, 
is the size he uses on the much larger 
Bold Ruler. But, as the slight, smiling. 
cigar-smoking blacksmith was quick to 
point out, “Bold Ruler’s feet are round 
asa melon. This fella’s feet are smaller, 
but longer, so they wear the same size, 
but shaped differently.” Bold Ruler is a 
good 4 inches taller at the withers than 
*Gallant Man, and the difference in 
weight must be near 200 pounds. 


Nerud’s foreman, Mickey Ridosh, whose 
walking pace is just under a trot as he 
keeps everything going on a close time 
schedule, saw Larry approaching and 
called to Joe Donlan, *Gallant Man’s 
groom, “Here comes the blacksmith, get 
the little man out.” Donlan, like the 
plater, had a long connection with the 
Fitzsimmons stable, dating back to the 
1920's, when he came from County Gal- 
way, but last year Nerud enticed Joe away 
from Mr. Fitz. “An Irish horse like this 
should have an Irish groom,” he said. 


The Three-Quarter Plates 


Joe. who unofficially changed *Gallant 
Man’s name to Galway after *Cavan won 
the Belmont Stakes, led out his horse, 
turned the working side to the light, and 
held him for the blacksmith. The left 
front shoe came off first. Larry snipped 
a good eighth of an inch off the wall. 
pared out the foot, and rasped it level. 
then stuck his spike in the dirt of the 


walking ring under the shed to shape 
the shoe. 
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After a few taps with the hammer. 
Larry took his rasp and started filing in 
a straight line across the first hole on 
the inside curve of the shoe. He bent off 
the end and beveled the plate, which was 
now a three-quarter shoe. Later he ex- 
plained: “When John was having trouble 
with the horse’s feet in Florida this winter 
I wasn’t there, but he told me the trouble 
seemed to be in the inside quarter. Now, 
it may have been higher up in his leg 
or it may have been the foot, but since 
he got up here there really has been a 
change. He decided on these shoes to 
give the horse a little freedom where 
he thought the trouble was, and it cre- 
tainly has helped. But the real change 
is in the horse himself. He just looks 
better all over. and in the feet as well. 
His feet have never been healthier than 
they are right now, and whatever trouble 
I had with shelliness before is clear now: 
I can put a nail in there and it will stay.” 

Gottescheim put the nails in the three- 
quarter shoes on the front feet without 
ever having to pull one out and start it 
again, except for one time avoiding an 
old hole. He then put a regular pair of 
hind shoes on the placid *Gallant Man. 

The weights for the Metropolitan had 
been released the evening before. and 
Nerud was talking about them as_ he 
watched the blacksmith work. The talk 
centered on the 5-pound spread between 
*Gallant Man and Bold Ruler and the 114- 


pound assignment on Clem, which had run 


Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Ancestor, top jumper in the country so far this year, seemed

a mile in 1:35 the previous afternoon. 
“Clem’s always dangerous, of course,” 
said Nerud, “but it’s the big fellow that 
worries you all the time. I didn’t think 
we would get penalized for getting beaten 
in the Carter (*Bold Ruler beat *Gallant 
Man 3 lengths. giving him 7 pounds), 
but they’re Mr. Kilroe’s weights and that’s 
what we have to run under.” 

The 5 pounds turned out to be quite 
too much spread in the famous mile event. 
*Gallant Man, with his new shoes, rippled 
from next-to-last place to win going away 
in 1:3535, with Bold Ruler 2 lengths 
back at the finish. But the weights made 
an exciting race. though Bold Ruler failed 
in his attempt to win the Metropolitan 
under 135 pounds, a feat no horse has ac- 
complished since the race was started in 
1891. 


The Rain and the Wind 


As a result of Bold Ruler’s high im- 
post. a field of a dozen went in the entry 
box the day before the race—a dozen 
whose total earnings fell a few thousand 
shy of the $3 million mark. Two came 
cut before post time: Ambehaving (105), 
the only horse in the field except *Gallant 
Man ever to beat Bold Ruler, and *Ben 
Lomond (111). the only one with earnings 
less than $100,000. 


A heavy rain the night before the race 
kad left the big Belmont track sloppy 
for the morning hours of Saturday, but 
and 


35-mile sunshine 
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winds constant 
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: Wheatley Stable’s Lady Be Good, a 2-year-old filly by Better Self, won the filly division of the National Stallion Stakes 
at Belmont Park by one length over Hal Price Headley’s Aesthetic. 


brought the track to “good” by the first 
race and “fast” the race thereafter. It 
was not. however, as fast as the track on 
which Clem had run a mile in 1:35 the 
previous Monday or when Bold Ruler 
had set the 7-furlong mark of 1:2125 in 
1957. Those races were run over a wet 
strip where the sandy loam _ cushion 
squished out from under a horse’s foot 
and he had purchase on the firm bottom. 

Allowance horses ran 6 furlongs in 
1:10+5 in the race before the Metropolitan. 
The surface was fast, without question. 
but it was not the wet-and-fast going over 
which Bold Ruler seems to be invincible. 
as he was in the Vosburgh, Queens 
County, and Trenton. The wind had 
taken his best track away from him. and 
it also deterred Bold Ruler in another 
way. By the time of the Metropolitan the 
steady wind. which blew in a near-perfect 
racing day. had slowed down to 25 miles 
an hour. but it was right in the faces of 


the horses as they ran the first half-mile. 


Bold Ruler was running hard against 
the wind while *Gallant Man was going 
more deliberately some 9 lengths off the 
Wheatley Stable star’s pace of :2315 and 
:4624. Bold Ruler had some contention 
from Admiral Vee (114). Tick Tock 
(112). and Clem (114) in the early 
stages. He moved away from them on 
the turn, and even had Promised Land 
(118) punch-drunk at the head of the 
stretch. 


Evened Score 


*Gallant Man. running on the outside © 


in the half-mile to the lone turn, cut to 
the rail at the three-eighths-pole and then 
cut sharply to the outside again at the 
eighth-pole. These polo-pony maneuvers 
were accomplished with ease by Willie 
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Shoemaker. who finds *Gallant Man able 
to change course at a second’s notice. 
Thus. after knocking off the rest. Bold 
Ruler was challenged a furlong out by 
the freshest horse in the field. *Gallant 
Man went right on by, and was in hand 
at the finish of the 1:3535 mile. Bold 
Ruler. 2 lengths back, had lost the race 
without losing prestige. 

“Well, that evens the score,” Nerud 
said. The tally now stands 4 apiece in 
competition between *Gallant Man and 
Bold Ruler. Ralph Lowe’s colt has fin- 
ished ahead of Bold Ruler in the 12-fur- 
long Belmont, the 10-furlong Woodward 
and Kentucky Derby, and the 8-furlong 
Metropolitan. Bold Ruler had the advan- 
tage in the 7-furlong Bahamas and Car- 
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Turfotos.

ter, the 9-furlong Wood, and the 10-fur- 
long Trenton. The next meeting should 
be in the 10-furlong Suburban on July 4 
at Belmont. unless Nerud takes off for 


Hollywood Park. 


*Gallant Man came up to his Metropoli- 
tan victory rapidly. Picked up when he 
came north from Florida, the son of 
Migoli was legged up on the Belmont 
training track and sharpened on the faster 
main strip. He had not been asked for 
speed before running in the Carter, but 
after that 7-furlong race he was given a 
mile in 1:45 on the training track, then 
a honer on the main course. Four days 
before the Met, and the day after he got 
his new shoes, *Gallant Man worked 5 
furlongs in :58°5 through a fog which 
obscured him from all but his trainer on 
a pony.

Approach to Virus Control 


Central Kentucky horse breeders have 
been challenged with the opportunity to 
participate in wide-scale field testing of 
a vaccination program which is expected 
to make young horses more resistant to 
respiratory infection and to lower the in- 
cidence of losses from virus abortion. 

The invitation to join in the field test. 
“which is backed up by more research 
than anything we have offered previously,” 
was extended by Dr. E. R. Doll, of the 
University of Kentucky’s Department of 
Animal Pathology, who for several years 
has been the most productive investigator 
in this field. 

Dr. Doll’s proposal for administering 
live-virus vaccine to all the horses on a 
farm was submitted first to a group of 
veterinarians, then to a meeting of the 
Farm Managers Club, and finally, at a 
luncheon meeting, on June 14 at the 
Lafayette Hotel in Lexington, of the 
Thoroughbred Club of America. Attend- 
ance of horsemen at the meeting was not 
in proportion to the importance of the 
subject, but several of the breeders and 
farm managers present said they expected 
to co-operate in the field test. 

Speaking without notes, Dr. Doll out- 
lined the progress of research work since 
virus abortion was first traced to the vir- 
uses responsible for influenza and other 
respiratory ailments in horses. Experi- 
mentation with killed-virus vaccine had 
been discontinued about 2 years ago; as 
an immunizing agent, killed virus had 
proved “absolutely worthless” in young 


horses. Since then the research at the Uni- 


versity of Kentucky, now supported by 
the Grayson Foundation, has been directed 
toward control of respiratory disease and 
abortion through resistance accumulating 
from repeated exposure to live virus. 

Several viruses are associated with 
respiratory infections in horses, and 2 of 
these are known to have invaded fetuses 
and caused abortion. Attack was directed 
primarily against the virus which causes 
thinopneumonitis (inflammation of nose 
and lung). A vaccine was developed by 
propagating the virus through 80 to 90 
generations in hamsters, and was tested 
by administering it to a large number of 
horses and, at various intervals, chal- 
lenging the animals with exposure to virus 
from infected horses. 

“We have used the vaccine on a number 
of young horses, enough to give us an idea 
of what to expect,” Dr. Doll said. “The 
first group challenged were all suscep- 
tible after 10 and 14 weeks. The same 
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horses, when challenged again 12 weeks 
later, were immune or resistant.” 

The speaker explained that he was using 
the word immunity in a relative sense. 
He did not expect the vaccine to eliminate 
the chance of infection in young horses 
or of abortion in mares, but he did expect 
it (1) to render young horses, on the 
farm and in training, more resistant to 
coughs and colds and (2) to suppress 
the incidence of respiratory infection and 
virus abortion in broodmares. 

There was an admitted possibility that 
the attenuated-virus vaccine might cause 
an abortion, but results from experimental 
animals indicated that the probability of 
incurring a loss in this fashion was very

low. “We hope to keep the mares in a 
state of high resistance; we do not expect 
to eliminate all chance of abortion,” Dr. 
Doll said. 

The hamster-propagated virus is intro- 
duced, not with a needle. but by spraying 
the nostrils of the horse with about 4 c.c. 
of solution. Side-effects resulting from 
introduction of foreign proteins are avoid- 
ed in this manner. 

Co-operation of breeders was asked for 
a field-testing program in which mares 
would be vaccinated in June or July (“the 
safest period”), young horses in July, and 
all stock vaccinated again about the first 
of November. The “snots” which affect 
young horses in October and November 
are usually due to rhinopneumonitis, and 
they constitute a source of infection for 
broodmares which later may lose their 
foals. 

“We don’t know as yet whether one 
vaccination will produce enough immunity 


in a broodmare,” Dr. Doll said. “Mares 
which have been inoculated with live virus 
for several successive years could not be 
aborted. We believe the duration of im- 
munity against abortion will be longer 
than for immunity against respiratory in- 
fection, since an extensive invasion is 
required to get through to the fetus. 

“We know the immunity is not going 
to be permanent, but the vaccination will 
condition young horses to have a stronger 
response to subsequent vaccinations, and 
the more we control the disease in foals, 
weanlings. and yearlings, the more we 
control it in pregnant mares. 

“The slight possibility that a mare may 
abort as a result of introduction of the 
vaccine is greatest with the first vaccina- 
tion; the probability becomes lower and 
lower with continued use, and eventually 
will almost disappear. . . . In order to 
prepare them against abortion hazards 
later, fillies in training should have the 
vaccination during rest periods.” 

Several large farms already have made 
arrangements to participate in the pro- 
gram suggested by Dr. Doll, and numerous 
other breeders are consulting their veter- 
inarians for advice. If results are in line 
with results based upon experimental 
work, the lowered incidence of virus abor- 
tion will be far less important in eco- 
nomic effect than reduction in incidence 
of respiratory infection on the race track. 


Tim Tam's Ankle 


Calumet Farm’s Tim Tam on June 
17 underwent an operation for removal of 
bone fragments from his fetlock joint. 
The operation, at the University of Penn- 
sylvania’s School of Veterinary Medicine, 
“went exceptionally well,” according to 
Dr. William O. Reed, one of the veter- 
inary surgeons. 

Tim Tam fractured a sesamoid bone in 
his off fore leg in the Belmont Stakes June 
7. He was in constant pain during the fol- 
lowing week, and decision for an operation 
was made June 11. 

Present plans are for Tim Tam to re- 
cuperate for 2 weeks at the veterinary 
school, then to return to Calumet Farm at 
Lexington. Trainer Jimmy Jones said, 
“We should be able to tell by fall whether 
or not we can try to put him back into 
training. If he appears to be all right, 
we'll probably take him to Florida this 
winter and try to train him again.” 

Dr. Charles Raker, chairman of the 
Department of Surgery at the School of 
Veterinary Medicine, said, “It is entirely 
possible that Tim Tam could race again, 
but whether he would be as good a race 
horse as he has been it is impossible to 
say.” 

Working with Reed and Raker were Dr. 
Jacques Jenny and Dr. Charles Allen. 
Dr. Marjorie Crews assisted as anesthetist.

Handicap, Nadir was the victim of a debilitating 
intestinal ailment last winter. He won an allow- 
ance race in his first start, at Hialeah Park on 
February 14, but in the Flamingo Stakes was 
beaten 7 lengths by Jewel’s Reward and Tim Tam. 
At Keeneland Nadir was third and second in 2 
overnight tests, and he was a rather dull fourth 
to Tim Tam in the Derby Trial, after which owner 
A. B. Hancock Jr. and trainer Moody Jolley de- 
cided that a rest would improve his chances in 
later racing. After a 6-week lay-off, Nadir ran in 
the 6-furlong Select Handicap, for which he was 
top-weighted at 126 pounds. 

Strong Ruler, an 8-5 faverite, put away Mr. 
Muscles after 3 furlongs, and entered the stretch 
with a length lead. Nadir, moving up on the out- 
side, lost ground when the leader carried him wide, 
but he got to the front at the eighth-pole. He 
lugged in for several strides, bumping Strong 
Ruler slightly, but straightened ot and won by 
a nose. Second choice, he paid $11.20. 

Howard Grant, who rode Strong Ruler, claimed 
a foul against the winner, but the stewards did 
not allow it, ruling that Strong Ruler had not 
been impeded any more than had Nadir at the 
top of the stretch. 

Foaled April 14, 1955, at Claiborne, Paris, Ky., 
Nadir was the fifth foal of Gallita, sister to Gallor- 
ette. Hancock bought the broodmares of the 
William L. Brann estate in 1953 and resold all 


except Gallita, a potentially high-class runner until 

she suffered a severe attack of lymphangitis.

After weights for the Metropolitan Handicap 
were announced, John Nerud, *Gallant Man’s 
trainer, said, “I hardly expected to pick up 2 
pounds for getting beat.” *Gallant Man (128) had 
finished third to Bold Ruler (135) in the 7-furlong 
Carter Handicap cn May 30, but as racing secre. 
tary Frank Kilroe anticipated, the extra furlong 
of the Metropolitan made a difference. 

Bold Ruler, again carrying 135 pounds, was a 
95-100 favorite for the Metropolitan. Setting the 
pace, he covered the first 3 quarters in :23%, 
:23, and :24%. *Gallant Man, after waiting until 
the far turn, moved swiftly. Still 7 lengths back 
at the quarter-pole, he was 2 lengths behind at 
the eighth-pole, even at the sixteenth pole. In 
the final yards Bold Ruler weakened and *Gallant 
Man drew out to win by 2 lengths in 1:35%. 

*Gallant Man and Bold Ruler may not meet 
again for some time. Both are nominated for the 
1%-mile Suburban Handicap on July 4, but Nerud 
was considering shipping to Hollywood Park, where, 
in a period of 10 days in July, he could run in 
2 $100,000 races, the Hollywood Gold Cup and 
the Sunset Handicap. 

*Gallant Man was one of 9 yearlings purchased 
privately in 1955 from the Aga Khan and Prince 
Aly Khan by Texan Ralph Lowe. Developing 
speed and condition late in his 2-year-old season, 
he became an outstanding performer at 3, when 
he won the Jockey Club Gold Cup, the Peter Pan 
and Nassau County Handicaps, and the Belmont, 
Hibiscus, and Travers Stakes. He also finished 
second in the Wood Memorial, Kentucky Derby, 
Woodward Stakes, and Trenton Handicap. He re- 
ceived 129 pounds, one pound below Bold Ruler, 
in the Blood-Herse Handicap. 

Migoli, winner of the 1948 Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe and second in the 1947 Epsom Derby, 
stands at the Ongar Stud in Ireland. *Majideh was 
sold to Joe W. Brown for $40,000 at the 1954 
Keeneland fall sales. She has a yearling colt by 
*Daumier and a suckling filly by *Arctic Prince.

Paris. “Epsom week condemnation of 
our decadent bloodstock/Urgent need to 
revise T.Y.O. racing.” This was the head- 
ing for an article, written by the hottest 
supporter of English breeding for Lon- 
don’s most important racing daily, after 
Irish colts had taken the first 2 places in 
the Epsom Derby and French fillies had 
finished 1-2 in the Oaks. English breed- 
ing, however, had been deprived of the 
help of its best Derby prospect when 
Alcide had to be withdrawn because of 
a minor accident. 

The field of 20 which started for the 
Derby on June 4 included 4 Irish colts, 
4 from France, and the American Bald 
Eagle (*Nasrullah—Siama, by Tiger), 
which had won the Dante Stakes after 
going unplaced in the Two Thousand 
Guineas. The Prix Juigne and Prix 
Noailles winner Noelor suffered so much 
from traveling across the Channel that 
another French invader, Wallaby (Fast 
Fox—Wagging Tail, by Tourbillon), suc- 
ceeded him as favorite, at 4 to 1. Noelor 
and Bald Eagle were next in demand, at 
7 to 1 against each. 

For nearly half of the 114-mile distance 
the lead was held by the outsider Mid- 
lander, which took over in the first quar- 
ter and made a rather slow pace. Then 
the Newmarket Stakes winner Guersillus 
(Guersant—Cantarilla, by Windsor Slip- 
per) went to the front, followed by Amer- 
igo, Bald Eagle, Noelor, Nagami, and 
Wallaby. At Tattenham Corner there was 
a collision in which Wallaby received 
cuts on his legs, and he dropped back to 
finish third from last. 

Hard Ridden, still in tenth position as 
Guersillus led the way in to the straight, 
moved up quickly and easily, gained the 
lead a furlong and a half out, and strode 
away to win by 5 lengths with as little 
effort as it had taken for him to win the 
Irish Two Thousand Guineas. His time, 
2:4115, was relatively slow for the good 
going, but Hard Ridden was among the 
easiest winners in the long history of the 
classic. 

Second was F. N. Shane’s Paddy’s Point 
(Mieuxce—Birthday Wood, by Bois Rous- 
sel), 114 lengths ahead of Arpad Plesch’s 
Nagami (Nimbus—Jennifer, by Hyper- 
ion); these colts had finished third, re- 
spectively, in the Irish and English Two 
Thousand Guineas.

The 52-year-old Charles Smirke, who 
had no occasion for hard riding on Hard 
Ridden, already had piloted 3 Derby win- 
ners, Windsor Lad in 1934; *Mahmoud 
in 1936, and *Tulyar in 1952. It was the 
first Derby victory for the Irish trainer 
J. M. Rogers and for the breeder, Sir 
Oliver Lambert. The most amazing per- 
sonal triumph was that of the owner, 
Sir Victor Sassoon, who now has taken 
the big race 3 times in the last 6 years. 
The 1957 winner was bred at Sir Victor’s 
Eve Stud, but Pinza, the 1953 champion, 
was bought as a yearling for 1,500 guineas 
and Hard Ridden, also purchased as a 
yearling, cost only 270 guineas. Two Derby 
winners for 1,770 guineas! 

Sir Victor Sassoon will benefit addi- 
tionally from the fact that he owns the 
winner’s sire. Hard Sauce, bred by Lord 
Manton, is by the great French classic 
horse *Ardan out of the sprinter Saucy 
Bella, none of whose offspring has won 
at a distance greater than 6 furlongs. Hard 


Sauce. though his racing gave no evidence 
of stamina, got the leading English filly 
Kandy Sauce in his first crop and a Derby 
winner in the third. Both of these were 
from French dams with staying ancestry. 

Thanks to his strong background of 
stamina, Hard Ridden became the third 
Derby-winning son of a sprinter in this 
century, after Sunstar (Sundridge) and 
Manna (Phalaris). but he is the only one 
of these without a classic-winning relative 
close up in the female line. 


Hard Ridden had finished second in 
his first 2 starts, including one race at 
2, before winning the Irish Two Thousand 
Guineas and the Derby. It is now planned 
for him to run in the Irish Derby and 
the King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes. 

Another Irish triumph was achieved on 
the day between the Derby and the Oaks. 
John McShain’s Ballymoss (Mossborough 
—TIndian Call, by Singapore) easily took 
the 114-mile Coronation Cup from the 
French 6-year-old Fric (Vandale—Fripe, 
by Mehemet Ali), winner of the 1957 re- 
newal, and the 1957 Irish St. Leger win- 
ner Ommeyad (Hyperion—Minaret, by 
Umidwar), also trained in France. 


Bella Paola’s Oaks 


Francois Dupre’s Bella Paola (Ticino— 
Rhea II, by Gundomar) had won the One 
Thousand Guineas in such style that she 


started at 6 to 4 against 16 opponents 
in the Oaks on June 6. She came out of 
last place in the early running, over. 
whelmed the leaders in the straight. and 
won in the easiest fashion. Second, beaten 
3 lengths, was another French-bred filly, 
Mother Goose (Escamillo—Folie Douce, 
by Caldarium), which had a 3-length mar. 
gin over Cutter (Donatello Il—Felucea, 
by Nearco), third. 

The others were None Nicer, Torbella 
III, Princess Lora, Tantalizer, Mistress 
Gwynne, Alpine Bloom, Chambord, Alos. 
saire, Scryer, V.I.P., Queen’s Beast, 
Stones Throw, and Amante, which was left 
at the post. Bella Paola, with M. Garcia 
up, ran the 1% miles in 2:4045, two. 
fifths of a second faster than the Derby 
time. 

Bella Paola is the seventh filly to com. 
plete the One Thousand Guineas and 
Oaks double since 1940, and the fifth 
French-bred winner of the Oaks since the 
war, following *Imprudence II, Asmena, 
Sun Cap, and Sicarelle. 

M. Dupre came by his first Oaks win. 
ner through having sold her third dam, 
Reine d’Ouilly, to a German breeder. The 
mare was in Germany when her 1940 foal, 
Aristocrate, finished second in the Prix 
Lupin and third in the Prix du Jockey 
Club. So, when Reine d’Ouilly returned 
to France, M. Dupre bought her Gundo- 
mar foal which became the good runner

The success of Prince 
d’Ouilly in England. Germany. and Bel- 
gium induced Dupre to buy the German- 
bred Regina IV, daughter of the French 
sire Indus and Reine d’Ouilly, along with 
her daughter Rhea II, by Gundomar. Rhea 
II won 3 races at 3, and the following 
year was returned to Germany and bred 
to the champion sire Ticino. 

Bella Paola, the result of this mating. is 
now an intended starter in the Prix du 
Jockey Club. She will be the first filly 
to attempt the French Derby since 1929, 
and if she wins, it will be the first victory 
for a filly since 1874. 

(Bella Paola. opposed to 16 colts in the 
Prix du Jockey Club at Chantilly June 15, 
turned in a magnificent performance, but 
her powerful challenge in the stretch fell 
short by a neck. She finished second to 
Roland Beamonte’s Tamanar, by Sunny 
Boy out of the Italian-bred Tresa. by Boz- 
zetto—Torrigiana, by *Ortello. Turletta. 
the third dam, produced Torbido, and is 
also the granddam of Tissot. Pepin le Bref 
was third, Wallaby fourth.) 


Dushka’s Prix de Diane 


On June 8 owner Dupre and _ trainer 


Mathet won the Prix de Diane with 
Dushka. completing an English and 
French Oaks double which had been 


achieved only once before, in 1864, when 
Comte de Lagrange’s Fille de Air won 
both races. Marcel Boussac had a_near- 
miss in 1950, when Asmena took the Oaks 
and Corejada was beaten a neck in the 
Prix de Diane. 

Favorite in the 1,%s-mile classic at 
Chantilly was the Prix Chloe winner La 
Malivoye (Sicambre—*La Mirambule. 
by Coaraze), but she was pulled up, after 
having gone about half the distance, with 
a fissure in the right fore leg. When the 
early leaders faded at the top of the 
straight, Dulciana and Djelouba were left 
in front. Dushka took command about a 
quarter-mile out and won by a length and 
a half, going easily. 

Prince Said Tousson’s Cataracte (Pink 
Horse—Catana, by Sayani) was second, 
with a 114-length margin over Djelouba 
(Djebe—Phalouba, by Plassy), which had 
Yla and Lilya lapped on her at the fin- 
ish. Dulciana, Pharstella, Reluisante. 
Happy Melody, and Danoise completed the 
first 10 across the line.

The dam, Dona Nordia, won at 2 and 
placed in 7 other races. She is a sister 
to the Prix de Diane second Dona Mencia 
and half-sister to the Grand Prix de Deau- 
ville winner Doux Vert. Dauphine. the 
second dam, was a very good runner: she 
won the Prix de Flore, finished third in 
the Prix de Malleret and Prix Vermeille, 

Dushka won a mile race last November 
in her only start at 2. She won first out 
this year, at 144 miles, then gained an 
easy victory in the Prix Penelope. Her 
one poor race was in the Poule d’Essai 
des Pouliches won by Yla. The Dupre 
stable is fortunate in having Bella Paola, 
Dushka, and the sprinting marvel Texana., 

As for Francois Mathet, his 1958 earn- 
ings with the horses of Dupre, Mme. Vol- 
terra, and Jorge de Atucha already total 
more than 100 million francs, a larger 
sum than was credited to the leading train- 
er for the whole of 1957.

scored in Balmoral’s opening-day stakes. 
the Miss Chicago. 

There wasn’t too much in the Joliet. 
though the winning trainer, E. B. (Ed) 
Carpenter, said, “There’s a couple of colts 
I'd like to have.” 

“Dark Vintage is smart. real smart.” 
said Carpenter, a husky,elderly man who 
wears a crew cut and has been in racing 
“since before the first World War.” He 
is from Omaha, Neb. 

“She’s good-sized, almost as big as a 
stud horse.” Carpenter said. “We ran her 
in the Joliet because she needed a race, 
but we'll run her with mares the rest of 
the way.” The schedule calls for Dark 
Vintage to go in the Pollyanna on July 
7. the Arlington Lassie on July 23, and 
the Princess Pat on August 13. 

Carpenter also trains the promising 3- 
year-old Belleau Chief for Mrs. Lora Birr. 
The colt missed the Derby because “he 
had a splint behind his right knee, but 
its broken up and he’s coming along 
fine.” 


Better Bee 


Swoon’s Son suffered his first defeat 
of the season in the Citation Handicap. A 
slow, sticky track undoubtedly hampered 
him more than the 131 pounds. The win- 
ner, at 22-1, was William S. Miller’s Bet- 
ter Bee (108). Solution (111), one of 2 
horses recently acquired by Hasty House 
Farms from Dixiana (the other was Safe 
Message), finished second after dueling 
with Swoon’s Son to the stretch bend, 
then pulling away. Jet Colonel (114) got 
third and Swoon’s Son was fourth, better 
than 6 lengths behind Better Bee, whose 
winning margin was 1% lengths. Calu- 
met’s Iron Liege (120). the second choice, 
was sixth in the field of 9. 

Better Bee, purchased privately for 
$10,000 from breeder E. K. Thomas, in- 
creased his winnings to $130,315. His best 
victory last year was in the $50,000 Chi- 
cagoan Stakes, also run on an off track 
during the Balmoral meeting. 

“He’s a horse that doesn’t like to be 
rushed,” said trainer Del Carroll. “He 
likes to be in the clear when he makes 
his move.” 

Miller, a member of the Illinois Racing 
Board, has a profitable 6-horse stable. 
“We've got a 2-year-old colt on the farm 
that may be pretty good,” Carroll said. 
“He’s by Revoked out of a *Sir Gallahad 
III mare. His name is Dr. Rellim. Why? 
Ask Mr. Miller.” 

Miller explained he had received an 
honorary doctor’s degree from St. Mary’s 
College, Notre Dame, Ind. Rellim is an 
inversion of Miller.

Los ANGELEs. For the first time in a 
dozen years the famous “Eton blue. brown 
cap” silks of C. V. Whitney are campaign- 
ing this season at Hollywood Park. And 
they are doing very well. largely because 
of a knowledgeable and personable 38- 
year-old trainer. R. L. (Bob) Wheeler. 

A few years ago Wheeler was virtually 
unknown at the major tracks. Then he 
developed Miss Todd into one of the 
fastest fillies California had ever seen. 
and a year later came up with another 
sparkling performer in Old Pueblo, which 
won 8 in a row before going down to 
defeat. These fine horses, both owned by 
J. Rukin Jelks. of Tucson, made Wheel- 
er’s reputation. 

One morning last March at Santa Anita 
Bob was stopped at the association gate 
and given a message requesting him to

call C. V. Whitney in Lexington, Ky.. at 
8:30 that evening. 

“IT wonder if you'll train a division of 
horses I’m sending out to Hollywood Park 
this summer?” Whitney asked. 

“Like to,” Bob replied. 

So Whitney sent 15 horses across the 
country to be trained by a man he had 
never seen. 

Of the youngsters in the Whitney string, 
Wheeler believes that 2 show promise of 
developing into outstanding performers. 
Both are from the first crop by Alfred 
Vanderbilt’s magnificent gray Native 
Dancer. One, Jungle Dancer, has won 
twice; the other, Hukilau, is a filly that 
won't be a maiden long. 

“Both just need a little more time,” 
Wheeler says. “If I had had them since the 
first of the year, I believe they’d measure 
up to the best at the track now.” 

Wheeler had a stroke of bad luck with 


Snow White, the almost pure white daugh. 
ter of Counterpoint that won her first 
race at Hollywood so impressively. then 
suffered a bad cut on a leg in her second 
start. The leg keeps filling, and Snow 
White. which would have been a favorite 
for the Vanity and other stakes, probably 
won't start again this season. 

Born in Crawford, Neb.. Wheeler started 
out as a jockey and rode around the 0. 
called bush tracks of South Dakota, Mon. 
tana, and Nebraska when he weighed only 
95 pounds. He showed enough promise to 
induce Woolford Farm to sign him jp 
1933 as an apprentice. But Bob broke a 
leg in a spill, and by the time he was able 
to ride again—nearly a year later—he had 
gained 25 pounds and was out of the 
jockey business.’ 

Woolford kept him, in a job where he 
did everything. He galloped horses in the 
morning, rubbed them down and fed them, 
and during the breeding season helped 
manage the farm. That broken leg may 
have been the best thing that ever hap. 
pened to Wheeler; as a general handy 
man for Woolford he acquired a_ well 
rounded education in the Thoroughbred 
business, along with the fundamentals of 
training. 

Much of the credit for his success, of 
course, goes to Jelks, who turned over to 
him the classy Miss Todd and Old Pueblo. 
When the Arizonan deserted Quarter 
Horse racing for the Thoroughbred sport, 
he had only one horse, Latin Lover, and 
was looking for a trainer. A mutual friend, 
Ross Brinson, who saddled Cover Up to 
win the 1947 Gold Cup, recommended 
Wheeler. 

“Jelks knows as much about training a 
horse as I do,” Wheeler says. “You never 
have to alibi to him. He knows how to 
watch races, and he can tell as much about 
a horse, just watching him gallop, as I 
can.” 

Bob has high hopes that Old Pueblo 
may be back in action again before the 
Hollywood Park season is over. The chest- 
nut son of *Windy City II won the Deb- 
onair stakes on the third day of the meet- 
ing, and then there were reports that he 
might be turned out for a long rest. 

“He developed body soreness,” Wheeler 
says, “like a baseball pitcher who might 
go 9 innings when he isn’t ready.

NEW JERSEY 


Decision in the Fog 


Oceanport. Monmouth Park’s 13th 
meeting opened June 10 with gray skies 
dipping low over the course throughout 
the second half of the 8-race program. 
A few in the crowd of 16,346 could see 
the horses as they swept through the fog 
around the club house turn and disap- 
peared. Announcer Morris Tobe could see 
little, and said so. The crowd howled, 
and waited. 

Arising out of the cloud in the Ocean- 
port Handicap was William G. Helis Jr.’s 
True Verdict. A clocker’s special even be- 
fore he was named, the 4-year-old home- 
bred colt by Attention was forced to await 
a double foul claim before he could seal 
his first stakes victory. Richard Law- 
less, pilot of the third-finishing Beau 
Pilot, lodged an objection against Howard 
Grant, rider of True Verdict, and Walter 
Blum, astride the fourth horse, Sonny Dan, 
filed against Lawless. 

Quoting Joe Nichols of the New York 
Times: “The stewards inspected the films. 
and found no evidence of a foul. Con- 
sidering the capacity of the situation, it 
could be called a true verdict.” 

True Verdict’s triumph in the 6-furlong 
Oceanport, which drew 11 sprinters, was 
a case of “better late than never.” Last 
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year the gangling colt had sent clockers 
into a tizzy whenever he worked at 
Hialeah. The Helis color-bearer, bred in 
Kentucky and raised at Jobstown, N. J.. 
had his foot in his racing debut, but his 
6-5 backers had to settle for runner-up 
honors. True Verdict, according to the 
chart footnotes, “appeared to have hit 
the fence when he lost all action and 
stumbled just inside the sixteenth-pole.” 
After placing in his next 2 starts. True 
Verdict won twice at Gulfstream Park. 

In the money 15 times in 21 starts last 
year, a season in which he suffered from 
a kidney infection, True Verdict hit his 
stride during the current campaign, win- 
ning 4 of his 6 races. He was second to 
Liberty Sun in his 1958 bow and un- 
placed to Bold Ruler in the Toboggan 
Handicap. 

“We ran him in the Toboggan in the 
belief True Verdict might have a chance; 
this was Bold Ruler’s first start this year, 
and he was carrying all that weight.” said 
Jock Barshak. manager of the Helis rac- 
ing enterprise. “We'll never again go 
against Bold Ruler. The Widener Course 
was strange to True Verdict, but still, 
there was Bold Ruler.” 


Re-enter Nadir 


In the 12 hours he spent at Monmouth, 
Claiborne Farm’s Nadir re-entered _ his 
claim for 3-year-old honors. Nadir, a big 
bay colt with a prominent blaze, arrived 
from Belmont Park about 8 a.m. on June 
14. That afternoon he got up to defeat 
Ada L. Rice’s 8-5 favorite, Strong Ruler. 
by a nose in the Select Handicap. At 8 
p-m. he was vanned back to Belmont. 
whence he was to be shipped to Wash- 
ington Park for the Stars and Stripes on 
July 4. 

The bettors, who made Nadir a 9-2 sec- 
ond choice in the field of 13 3-year-olds, 


carried in their minds a doubt which 
was also uppermost in trainer Moody 
Jolley’s thoughts. “He ran better than 
expected,” said Jolley, who later added, 
“Nadir’s race showed me something.” Ap 
eutsider could understand that “some. 
thing” meant “plenty.” 

Nadir entered his sophomore campaign 
with a “jinx” to overcome. He was the 
fifth winner of the Garden State Stakes, 
His predecessors, *Turn-to, Summer Tan, 
Prince John, and Barbizon, had encount- 
ered injuries which forced retirement or 
suffered damaging ailments. Last Decem- 
ber. Nadir incurred an intestinal infec. 
tien. A fever swept over him. Treated 
with antibiotics, he recovered quickly, 
but was slow in regaining strength. After 
winning his first start at Hialeah, he 
was an inconsequential fourth in the 
Flamingo. Shipped to Kentucky, Nadir 
forced Tim Tam to a 7-furlong track ree- 
ord at Keeneland, but was fourth in the 
Derby Trial won by Tim Tam. _ Jolley 
then made the decision to give the colt 
a rest.

They may some day want to 
erect a statue in the town of Caledon. set 
in a lovely stretch of rolling countryside 
some 25 miles from this city. in memory 
of Caledon Beau which was foaled there. 

If they do, the monument will have to 
be of iron. 

Caledon Beau. winner of the 99th con- 
secutive running of the Queen’s Plate here 
Saturday, was running his third race in 
8 days. The first race was on Saturday, 
May 31, when he was a tiring fourth in 
the Marine Stakes at a flat mile. Less 
than 50 hours later, on June 2, he won a 
division of the Plate Trial Stakes at a mile 
and a sixteenth. On June 7, in glorious 
weather, he won Canada’s premier classic, 
the 1144-mile Queen’s Plate. by 914 lengths 
in 2:0415. 

White Apache, ridden by apprentice 
Denald Hale, was second, and third, 514 
lengths farther back, came previously un- 
beaten Stole the Ring. 

Unbeaten in 5 at 2, Stole the Ring was 
unraced this season. She is leased to Miss 
Blanche Armstrong by owner and breeder 
William F. Morrissey. Miss Blanche’s 
sister, Olive Armstrong, trained the Mor- 
rissey horses for some years, and last year 
she turned the bulk of the training over 
to 21-year-old Edwin Hall. She, however, 
is “consulting” trainer. 

The filly had worked beautifully in 
preparation for the Plate. On Wednesday 
before the race she went 5 furlongs in 
:5835. two-fifths slower than the Canadian 
record for the distance. She had had a 
1:41 mile. 

The Plate Day crowd of 28.386. a record 
for the Ontario Jockey Club’s spacious 
new Woodbine plant. made the filly a 6- 
to-5 favorite. 

She and jockey Johnny Longden. stop- 
ping off here for the mount en route 
back to California after his ride at Epsom. 
led the field to nearly the three-eighths- 
pole, where Caledon Beau, ridden by Al- 
fonso Coy of Mount Pleasant, Pa.. came 
inside and went on. 

Longden had said before the race he 
wished she had had a race before the 
Plate. The filly would have been much 
closer, and that may be putting it too con- 
servatively. 

Next year the Plate’s value will be in- 
creased to $50,000 added. Saturday’s net 
pot was $26,010 to owner Smythe and 
trainer John Starr, who in 1955 saddled 
his first Plate winner, Larkin Maloney’s 
Ace Marine. GorDon PEPPER

been interested in Thoroughbred racing 
for many years, but until recently he was 
known primarily for his prominent role in 
Canadian hockey. 

Born in Toronto of English and Irish 
parents, Smythe began to play hockey at 
an early age, and he was the star of several 
school and city league teams during his 
teens. He served with the Royal Air Force 
for more than 3 years during World War 
I, then returned to Canada to coach the 
dominion’s champion amateur hockey 
team. 

When hockey became popular in the 
U. S., Smythe went to New York in the 


early 1920’s and organized the first New. 


York Rangers team to play in Madison 
Square Garden. He fell out with the 
Garden management, however, and _ re- 
turned to Toronto to join with Pete 
Campbell and E. W. Bickle to form the 
Toronto Maple Leafs hockey team. 

Soon after Smythe took over as manager 
of the Maple Leafs, he and his associates 
decided that hockey in Toronto never 
would be a paying proposition until larger 
crowds could be accommodated. They 
built Maple Leaf Gardens, largest sports 
arena in the city, and Smythe became 
managing director. He continued to 
manage the hockey team and his own 
sand-and-gravel company. 


In the late 1920’s Smythe bought his 
first race horses, filling the small amount 
of leisure time left after he attended 
to his hockey affairs. He won the 1930 
Coronation Futurity with Rare Jewel, but 
he had no other notable successes. How- 
ever, he frequently wrote on the problems 
of racing in the sports magazine published 
by the Maple Leaf Gardens. A review of 
his comments during the 1930’s reveals 
that Smythe was one of the first Canadian 
owners to plead for a strong racing com- 
mission, more allowance races, and better 
co-ordination of racing dates. He occa- 
sionally drew sharp retorts, since he was 
not hesitant to back his opinions with 
pungent language. 

His interest in racing waned in the late 
1930’s, and he concentrated entirely on 
hockey. He attended every game of the 
Maple Leafs both at home and away, and 
he sometimes carried his rooting interest 
onto the ice. John Kieran reported one 
such incident in the New York Times 
of February 8, 1938, in a story titled “The 
Smythe. a Mighty Man Is He”: 


“This is to lodge a loud complaint 
against the general conduct of this hockey 
campaign. It’s too one-sided. Mr. Conn 
Smythe is having all the fun. He’s been 
having most of the fun for years, too. It’s 
lucky for him that he is a Canadian 
or somebody in the Attorney General’s 


office in Washington, D. C., would prose. 
cute him as a monopoly. 

“Take Sunday night at the Garden for 
instance. The house was packed. The 
Rangers and Toronto Maple Leafs were 
having a whale of a game. With every. 
body else in the place all wrapped up 
in the excitement on ice, the managing 
director of the Toronto club decided to 
have a little fun himself. Ten seconds 
later the spectators saw the managing 
director of the Maple Leafs rolling on 
the rink with Referee Bill Boyd, and as 
Mr. Smythe explained later, “trying to 
adjust the referee’s tie.” 

During World War IL Smythe again 
served overseas with Canadian forces. He 
was seriously wounded in France in 1944, 
and after his return to Canada he stirred 
up quite a political row with a statement 
that the reinforcements being sent to the 
Canadian army were insufficiently trained 
and that the men often lacked elementary 
experience in operating some of the 
weapons with which they were equipped. 

A few years ago Smythe returned to the 
Turf. He and Larkin Maloney have as- 
sembled one of the most powerful stables 
on the Canadian circuit. Most of the 
horses are owned in partnership, but 
Smythe bred Caledon Beau himself and 
has raced him in his own right. John 
Starr, who saddled Ace Marine, winner 
of the 1955 Queen’s Plate for Maloney, 
trains the stable. 

The best performer now racing for 
Smythe and Maloney is the 4-year-old 
filly Kitty Girl, which won the $10,000- 
added King Edward Gold Cup Handicap 
one week after the Queen’s Plate. Kitty 
Girl. probably the best 3-year-old filly 
in Canada last year and undoubtedly the 
best older mare this season, is by Gang: 
way and was bred by James D. Norris. 

Norris, like Smythe, has been prom- 
inent in hockey for many years, and it was 
not surprising that Smythe and Maloney 
bought a number of horses from Norris’ 
Spring Hill Farm. Almost all of the 
Spring Hill purchases have turned out 
well, and almost all of them were obtained 
at small prices. Most men would have 
regarded this as a stroke of good fortune 
and thought no more of it. Conn Smythe 
felt he should do something nice for Jim 
Norris in return. 

In 1957 Smythe sent Seemly, dam of 
Caledon Beau, to Norris’ farm at Paris, 
Ky., to be bred to Jamie K. By the time 
she was ready to return to Canada, Cale 
don Beau already had begun to show 
promise. Smythe then gave Seemly to Nor 
ris. The mare now has a suckling filly by 
Jamie K. and is in foal to I Appeal.
